A good start toward the $500 
needed by the community library 
for the purchase of additional 
shelving was made during the past 
week. In response to the appeal 
from the trustees of the library as- 
sociation published in "Our Town." 
a number of citizens made contri- 
butions totaling $99. This added to 
the $50 given by the trustees them- 
selves brings the total amount to 
date to $149. 

But there is ample opportunity 
for every resident of Narberth and 
the nearby communities to add his 
or her contribution, for $351 is still 
required to complete the much 
needed $500. In the words of the 
trustees' appeal. "If you can help, 
please make check payable to The 
Narberth Community Library and 
mail as soon as possible to Mrs. 
Elizabeth K. Wood. 237 Forrest 
avenue, Narberth, Pa." 

Persons not intimately acquaint- 
ed with the workings of the commu- 
nity library will be interested to 
know just how it is maintained and 
operated. 

Generally speaking the library 
pays its own way, that is, so far as 
possible expenses and the purchase 
of new books are concerned. Most 
of the books, including all volumes 
in the children's department, are 
distributed free. But from the 
rentals received from the new 
books, fines and membership fees, 
and these are the only ways that 
the library has of earning money, 
a sufficient amount is raised each 
year to buy most of the new books 
required, purchase supplies, ..pav for 
new bindings and other incidental 
operating expenses. 

But this leaves virtually nothing 
for new shelving, desks, chairs, 
tables, magazine racks and any 
other furnishings required to equip 
the library with facilities needed to 
keep pace with the growth of the 
work.

DIET IS TOPIC AT 
COMMUNITY CLUB 



Women Hear Recital and Talk 

on Decorative Art

Diet was the topic at the Tuesday 
meeting of the Women's Com- 
munity Club, discussed by Miss 
Elizabeth Miller, of the Philadel- 
phia General Hospital. She was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Eberhard Mueller. 
Miss Miller explained that the "run- 
down" condition which calls for a 
spring tonic is not necessary, if 
proper diet has been followed 
through the winter. 

A variety of foods with plenty of 
green vegetables and fruits is what 
the body needs in order to get the 
amount of calcium, phosphorus, iron 
and magnesium required for real 
health. These minerals in addition 
to water, protein carbohydrates and 
fat, form a perfect diet. Miss Miller 
outlined briefly foods for diebetic, 
nephritic and obese patients as well 
as a salt-free diet and that for a 
person with high blood pressure. 
Children, she said, need more pro- 
tiens than grown-ups. She stressed 
plenty of milk, custards, junket, ice 
cream, "Toddy" and vegetables, 
especially spinach and carrots. The 
schools are helping mothers learn to 
feed their children by using weight 
charts, plays and stories all about 
vegetables, fruit, milk, fresh air and 
plenty of sleep.

Recreation Board to Work Out Schedule for Use of West 

Wing by Other Organizations as Result of Meeting 

Monday — Girl Scouts to Co-operate. 



Wider use of the Community 
Building by Narberth organiza- 
tions was made possible this week 
by action taken at the meeting of 
the Recreation Board Monday 
night.

The solution of 
the question was reached Monday 
night as shown in correspondence 
printed in this issue.

the School Board, presided at the

The unique burglar alarm which 
guards the poor box contributions 
at St. Margaret's Church, Narberth, 
yielded another victim Wednesday 
night.

16, and likewise on a Wednesday 
night. 

The poor box at St. Margaret's is 
wired with an electric system, and 
when it sounded an alarm in the 
rectory at 6 P. M. Wednesday, the 
Reverend Robert F. Hayes in 
charge of the church phoned Lower 
Merion police headquarters. Ser- 
geant Brown and Officer Brown 
were detailed and together with 
Father Hayes they caught the thief 
red handed as he was stuffing his 
pockets with money contributions 
from the poor box. 

Handsome and debonair, the man 
gave his name as Henry P. Gil- 



bert, 40, of 1 Franklin Terrace, 
New York City, as he was ar- 
raigned at Ardmore police head- 
quarters. When he was searched, 
various pockets in his person 
yielded silver totaling $57 in three 
equal amounts of $19. One group 
of coins was found in a priest's 
satin bag, and as only part of the 
money is believed to have come 
from the St. Margaret's poor box, 
the police were of the opinion Gil- 
bert had robbed other church con- 
tribution boxes previous to his Nar- 
berth attempt. 

Given a hearing immediately after 
his arrest, Gilbert was held without 
bail for a further hearing in order 
to enable police to check up on his 
activities. It is believed that the 
other money found on the man was 
taken from churches elsewhere as

J. L. Mather, Manager of the 
Main Line Division of the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Counties Gas & 
Electric Company, made an- 
nouncement this week of improve- 
ments to its property completed 
and contemplated in 1028. 

The Main Line Operating Di- 
vision extends from Coatesville on 
the west to Sixty-ninth street, 
Upper Darby on the east, and is 
planning many projects for the 
improvement of its service, as well 
as providing for the requirements 
of this rapidly growing section. 

"Additions to the Malvern sub- 
station together with a new dis- 
tribution feeder to Paoli have re- 
cently been completed," Mr. 
Mather stated, "resulting in im- 
proved voltage conditions in this 
area and is the first step towards 
the interconnection of the Mal- 
vern and Wayne sub-stations. 
This, together with preliminary 
work on the Wayne distribution 
system, which includes a- new cir- 
cuit to Villanova, about completed, 
involves an expenditure of $57,- 
000. 

"The Ardmore area falls in line 
this year for major changes, 
amounting to approximately $250,- 
000, which includes a new auto- 
matic sub-station equipped with 
the latest and most modern elec- 
trical apparatus. The distribution 
system will be rehabilitated and 
rearranged for 3-phase service, 
with special attention given to in- 
terconnection of distribution feed- 
ers for use in times of emergen- 
cies. 

Pike Mains Complete Line. 

"In 1927 the Llanerch to Sixty- 
ninth Street area was rebuilt and 
changed over to 3-phase 4000 
volts at a cost of a quarter of a 
million and this year an additional 
$50,000 will be spent on sub-sta- 
tion and distribution system im- 
provements, including a new cir- 
cuit into the heart of the rapidly 
growing Sixty-ninth Street dis- 
trict. 

"The Gas Department is look- 
ing forward to a big year. Two 
major projects will keep it busy 
for a while extending its service 
to West Manayunk and Newtown 
Square, involving the laying of 
better than six miles of main. 425 
services, and the installation of 
425 meters. With the installation 
of a mile of 16-inch high pressure 
main from Narberth to Lancaster 
Pike, a continuous high pressure 
16-inch transmission line will be 
completed from the West Con- 
shohocken generating plant to the 
new Up^er Darby holder. 

''This high pressure main will 
be necessary to the various com- 
munities along its route. The cost 
of these projects is estimated at 
$200,000. 

"Miscellaneous improvements 
not mentioned above are estimated 
at Sno.ooo. 

"The New Business Depart- 
ment has set aside in its budget 
for electric lines and gas main ex- 
tensions, installation of transform- 
ers, services and meters. $513,000. 

The Main Line Division's pro- 
gram, of approximately $1,300,000 
represents the largest in its his- 
tory."

THE COMPAS- 
SIONATE JESUS 

A Lenten Sermon by Pastor of 

Holy Trinity Lutheran 

Church 



Lutheran Pastor 



As Robert Rake moved through the 
districts of that great mill city, 
Gloucester, on a Sunday morning back 
in 1780, he was impressed more than 
usual with the great hordes of children 
that ran around, dirty and unkempt, 
cursing and swearing, with nothing to 
occupy their time. He pitied them. 
What a shame, it seemed to him, that 
these children were not cared for in a 
better way. With that feeling of com- 
passion he set to work to gather them 
together each Sunday morning, the 
only morning when they were not in 
the mills. He was not primarily in- 
terested in giving them religious in- 
struction. He merely wanted to get 
them off the street. Yet from that 
small beginning has arisen the modern 
Sunday morning Bible School. 

Florence Nightingale was the daugh- 
ter of a wealthy English land-owner. 
She had all the- comforts and con- 
veniences that wealth and the day 
could give her. She had a host of 
admiring friends. But her sumptuous 
meals and wonderful parties only 
helped to enhance her feelings of pity 
for those poor people who had barely 
enough to eat and many more suffer- 
ing because of the lack of proper at- 
tention during illness. Frequently she 
went with the family physician loaded 
with a basket of food and clothing for 
those who were suffering. This spirit 
finally forced her to take up the work 
of a nurse, even though the business 
was looked down upon as the work of 
those people who lacked self-respect. 
She resolved to make of it a profes- 
sion. When the Crimean War broke 
out she, with thirty-four others, volun- 
teered their service to relieve the suf- 
fering of the soldiery. How the sol- 
diers loved her! Many of them whom 
she could not personally tend kissed 
her very shadow as it fell on their pil- 
lows as she passed at night. Return- 
ing home after the war, she was re- 
warded by Queen Victoria with a 
beautiful brooch pin, and the govern- 
ment gave her $250,000, which she re- 
fused to spend selfishly on herself, but 
rather to found "The Nightingale 
School of Nursing" in London. She 
even refused to permit all the British 
soldiers in the war to give so much as 
a penny each in order to erect a memo-

rial for her. She wanted no rewards. 
She served because she had compas- 
sion for those in suffering. And re- 
member that that word compassion is 
derived from two Latin words, "cum" 
and "patior," which mean "to suffer 
together." Florence Nightingale served 
those in misery because she was a 
fellow-sufferer with them as long as 
they were in distress. 

Professor Perry, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, wrote that one of the pillars upon 
which a democracy is built is "the mo- 
tive of compassion." "Compassion re- 
gards life concretely as an aggregate of 
suffering, struggling, hoping men and 
women; it is essentially remedial rath- 
er than constructive. It applies itself 
to raising the minimum rather than the 
maximum. It halts the vanguard of 
civilization in order that those who are 
dropping by the way or lagging in the 
rear may be brought abreast of the 
marching column. It is less interested 
in the perfection of the few who dem- 
onstrate the heights to which human 
nature can attain under the most fa- 
vorable conditions; it is more interest- 
ed in providing the unfortunate man 
with the staple goods of health, food 
and protection. It is distributive and 
extensive in its effect, rather than quali- 
tative and intensive." (The Present 



Conflict of Ideals, p. 499.) In other 
words, a democracy presupposes an 
equality in status of the population. 
To gain that status the motive of com- 
passion is necessary. We must have 
that spirit of sorrow and pity that is 
excitable by suffering and distress of 
any kind which leads to a desire to 
help or spare others if we are going 
to have a real democracy. I believe 
that is the secret of the success of our 
country, for if we are one thing we 
are a compassionate people always 
ready to help those beneath. 

More so is this spirit an integral part 
of God's nature. St. Luke wrote in 
Acts and St. Paul in Romans that 
"God is no respecter of persons," that 
is, God does not accept man on his 
face value, but on his inner value, 
whether Jew or Gentile. Greek or 
barbarian, free or slave. We know he 
looks down with pity and compassion 
upon all suffering and alleviates it more 
often than we realize. When man 
fell — yea, before man fell — God had 
laid out a plan whereby man might be 
saved from eternal death. Shakespeare 
grasped the idea and gave it to the ages 
in the words: 
"O heavens, can you hear a good man 

groan. 
And not relent, or not compassion 
him?" 
—Titus And., Act IV, Sc. 1. 

Quite impossible! Compassion is an 
integral part of His nature. 

When Jesus was Incarnate he dis- 
played continuously the fact that his 
heart just couldn't bear to pass suf- 
fering of any kind. Not least of these 
examples is the "Feeding of the Five 
Thousand." On that occasion he had 
led his disciples away from the centers 
of population. John the Baptist had 
just been beheaded by Herod at the 
request of a woman who had danced 
before his evil eyes and so highly 
pleased him that he offered to give 
her even up to the half of his kingdom. 
She requested the head of John, now 
in prison for having the courage to 
condemn Herod for his evil life. 
(Would to God there were more men 
with his courage that could say, "Thou 
art the man!") Following his death 
the population was intensely excited. 
And so Jesus withdrew to let things 
quiet down and at the same time to 
rest while he taught his beloved twelve. 
But the weary Christ could not escape 
from the throng and find that solitude 
and rest which he craved. Let He gave 
no evidence of impatience or displeas- 
ure when the crowd circuited the Lake 
on foot while He and His band went 
across by boat. To His compassionate 
heart these people seemed as sheep 
having no shepherd, and so, as usual, 
He moved among them with majestic 



dignity and patient tenderness. He 
healed their sick by laying His hands 
upon them; and finally lifted His hands 
! to still the murmurs that ran through 
the crowd. He opened His mouth and 
taught them the mysteries of the King- 
dom of Heaven. And finally when 
night was falling and they were far 
from home, many of them, and far 
from a village, He proceeded to feed 
them, supplying the food in a miracu- 
lous way. Starting with the five loaves 
and two fishes, He_ had enough and 
more to feed the entire company. Here 
was a concrete example oi just what 
would happen if men in their search 
for the higher things of life, of which 
He was the embodiment, "forsook all 
and followed Him." He had said in 
the Sermon on the Mount; "Take no 
thought saying, what shall we eat, or 
what shall be drink?" These people 
had done that and followed him and 
He took care of them. 

However, it would be gross presump- 
tion for men to lay aside all respon- 
sibility and say, "Lord, I am going to 
hold you to your word. I am follow- 
ing after Thee. Now feed me." I 
would not advise such a procedure. 
History and experience have proven 
that God feeds man when he tries first 
to feed himself. We have gotten be- 
yond that type of life of which Symeon 
Stylitcs is the outstanding example. In 
423 Symeon, seeking a surer mode of 
salvation, started living atop a pillar. 
For :!<; years, through day and night, 
summer and winter, rain and sunshine, 
frost and heat, he stood there, forty 
feet above the ground, on that pillar 
about three feet in diameter, in an 
attitude of pennance and prayer. God, 
through the crowds that streamed from 
far and near, fed him, we might say. 
From that we could argue, "God like- 
wise owes me a living." Captain John 
Smith's slogan, however, is applicable 
here: "He that will not work will not 
eat." When man becomes a parasite 
the Divine compassion ceases. 

When Jesus was in the wilderness 
immediately after the baptism the devil 
came to him and suggested that he 
feed himself by turning the stones ly- 
ing around him into bread. He could 
have done that, for "All power is given 
unto Me in heaven and in earth," He 
knew. However, He refused to use 
that power for His own selfish inter- 
ests. But when He was called to use 
it for others He rarely, if ever, re- 
fused. He had seen fit to use it on their 
behalf this time. He chose to do im- 
mediately for the benefit of .1000 what 
had been done at creation immediately, 
to feed all the world for all time by 
creating a seed and a fish with the pow- 
er within themselves to increase and 
propagate. Creation is even a more 



remarkable miracle than the Feeding 
of the Five Thousand. We should re- 
joice as these people rejoiced after 
he had fed them, because the Divine 
Compassion is still in this world feed- 
ing us, clothing us, sheltering us, sav- 
ing us.

jolly glad to get rid of this obstruction ; 
and eyesore. He also knew that if' 
the shack was removed it was quite 
with'n the possibilities tiiat the Pennsy j 
would have widened the approach to : 
the s'ation and Haverford avenue at 
t'-a' danierous point. The Burgess 
also tried to convey the idea that if 
tl'e P R. R. was antagonized on this; 
we would never get a new station, ■ 
whereas if the Burgess really cared : 
to "th'nk" for once he should realize , 
that the officers of the P. R. R. are 
not a petty lot of pikers, and are not 
bothering one little hit about the few! 
cents of revenue their railroad ge<s 
f'-nin this small frame building. In' 
fact, if you knew the amount the rail- 
road gets for this you would laugh 
at the very idea that Mr. Atterbury: 
should bother about it. At the last : 
meeting of Council our Burgess told: 
that body that if any limit was put, 
on the tenure of the shack the "Com-, 
mittee" in charge of promoting a new 
"Passenger Station" would quit, be- 
cause it would disturb and upset all j 
the good will built up with the P. R. R. j 
by that august body. 

It is to laugh — the P. R. R. can not 
undertake any improvements at pres-l

it can be used for purchase of tickets j 
anywhere: get your monthly tickets, 
10-trip, 50-trip, etc.. right at home, 
and let the railroad know that you are 
patronizing them, and they will favor J 
you in return, just exactlv in propor- i 
tion to the amount of cash sales ai I 
our own Narberth station. His I 
T-'">nor »l le Burge=s. should know that! 
every "Passenger Station" on the Main 
Line, with one or two exceptions, are: 
in the same dilapidated and antiquated 
condition, and that every community 
is demanding a new station. 

In my judgment we arc better served '■. 
by waiting patiently: the improvement 
will come, and in five years or later, 
our section will have doubled in popu- 
Intio" siid the railroad will build ac- 
cordingly for 20 years ahead at that 
ratio. Well, to return to that vote in 
Council: It was a little difficult on 
• account of a typographical error to 
read just what the vote was, but here! 
it is. T.eitch. Hall and Wood voted 
in the interest of the people, and all 
the rest of Councilmen. Fretz, Haws, 
Kaeber and Bates, voted in the inter- ; 
ests of the Xash-Stites-Frye invisible 
government of the borough. Three; 
men voted to meet the issue squarely. J 
and four men voted to sidestep.

Burgess in the retention of this ob- 
jectionable shack may be acconn'p'l j 
for. if he is the legal' adviser of the ' 
real estate firm involved, but certainly 
not out of consideration for the rail-; 
road comoanv. as that corporation de-i 
sires to rid itself of this incumbrance. 
It is instructive for residents and prop- 
"*tv owners of Montgomery avenue to ! 
know that the Zoning Committee was^ 
ignored when this "Temporary" per- 
mit was issued. The Burgess, whem 
approached by Nash, and perhaos! 
prodded by Stitcs. instructed the build-! 
ine inspector to grant this objection-! 
able permit after both he and the! 
building inspector had previously! 
turned it down. A quick reversal — ' 
magic like in alacrity. j 

Montgomery avenue, south side, is' 
in Narberth borough, and in a residen- 
tial zone. Montgomery avenue, north 
side, is in Lower Merion township and 
in the business zone, with several 
stores and three oil stations in full 
swing. Yet, while 96 per cent, of the 
property owners on the NarhertH s ; Hp 
of the pike want to be included in the 
business zone for the reason that the 
shaking of the houses by heavv trucks 
and the present existing condition of 
the north side indicates a need for a 
zoning chance, while the Montgomery 
avenue people have some logic on their 
side, they can do nothing (at present) 
with the Zoning Committee. Why not 
work on the Burgess? That might 
bring them a temporary permit, good 
for 5-10 years, quite as long as it

FERTILIZERS— Plant food is a 
better name, although a plant drinks 
it rather than eats it. 

Plant food of any kind must be 
made available in liquid form to the 
roots of the plant. In view of this 
fact it would seem foolish to spread 
fertilizer on a heavy clay soil and ex- 
pect the plant to get any benefit from 
it. The soil must first be broken up, 
made friable, and be in such mechani- 
cal condition that it will suspend mois- 
ture about the root of the plant and 
allow the surplus moisture to drain 
away. 

Animal manures are both fertilizers 
and soil builders because the residue 
remains in the ground as humus to 
'lighten the soil and to hold moisture 
alter the chemical elements have been 
taken up by the plants. There is about 
25 pounds of plant food in one ton 
of stable manure, this divided into 
plant food is expressed as 2 per cent, 
nitrogen, 2 per cent, phospheric acid 
and I per cent, potash. These arc the 
'hree elements that are necessary to 
healthy plant growth and the three 
elements that are ordinarily deficient 
in our soil. 

A well-balanced commercial fertil- 
izer will ordinarily contain 5 per cent, 
nitrogen, 10 per cent., phosoheric acid 
and 5 per cent, potash. This makes 
a complete plant food for practically 
all nlants, and is all quickly available. 
The nitrogen will make a fleshy leaf 
growth, very desirable in the vegetable 
garden, but not in the flower garden;

Spring's Arrival, One Day Early, 
Greeted With Rising Temperature 



Winter blew a few icy blasts at 
spring Tuesday, and then depart- 
ed to hide just around the corner, 
waiting for an opportunity to reg- 
ister its strenuous objections to 
longer and warmer days. The sun 
rose at 6.0+ A. M. Tuesday, the 
first day of spring this leap year, 
rind stayed up until 6.13 P. M., 
when it retired to its occidental 
couch. By 5 P. M. it had accom- 
plished its task, however; the 
temperature had risen in twelve 
hours from 32 degrees, winter- 
time, to 45 degrees, which is fair 
for early springtime. 

Spring came tripping in at 3.45 
P. M. Tuesday, a whole calendar 
day early, in its anxiety not to be 
deterred by leap year. 

Main Line Weather Man Charles 
Decker served a reminder, how- 



ever, that spring's arrival has not 
completely banished winter, when 
he found that Tuesday's average 
temperature was only 38 degrees, 
as compared with an average of 
50 degrees recorded for last year's 
equinox. There have been colder 
days — March 21, 1885, for in- 
stance, when the thermometer 
sank to 8. 

High and low temperatures for 
the period commencing last Tues- 
day are given by Observer Decker 
and his associates as follows : 
Tuesday, 58-34; Wednesday, 53- 
43: Thursday, 48-30; Friday, 40- 
31; Saturday, 4G-29 : Sunday, 42- 
30: Monday, 38-28: Tuesday, 41- 
32, and Wednesday, 45-32. Pre- 
cipitation was .08 inch last Friday. 
.07 inch Saturday, and .49 inch 
Sunday.

This being the first meeting ot tlie

ence to Borough Council and the School 
Board. Mr. Frye responded with the 
following statement: 

Burgess Defines Duties. 

"The Recreation Board was made pos- 
sible by an act of Legislature which 
gave to Borough Councils the authority 
to delegate to it the power to administer 
the recreational facilities of the borough, 
subject only to the provision that the 
School Board might supply play- 
ground and similar equipment. 

"In the case of the Community Build- 
ing the Recreation Board is the govern- 
ing body and as such the one to whom 
all communications and requests should 
be addressed. At the same time we must 
not lose sight of the fact that this board 
is not a tax-levying body, nor is its 
power greater than that of the Council 
which may see fit at some time to 
abolish it. Therefore, for purposes of 
record, both Council and the School 
Board should be kept informed as to 
those matters acted upon by the board 
which may involve the appropriation 
of money." , 

Considerable discussion followed and 
resulted in a complete understanding be- 
tween the various bodies involved and 
plans were gone into by which it is 
hoped that the community will be able 
to realize to the fullest the possibilities 
of our facilities. 

At a late hour the meeting adjourned 
to the next stated time, the first Monday 
evening in May.

Bryn Mawr Man Says Coatesville 

Toad Outlived Texas One by Far 



That a Pennsylvania toad once 
lived ten years longer than the 
thirty-year-old Texas toad of re- 
cent tame, is the contention of 
John W. Townsend, 825 Mont- 
gomery avenue, Bryn Mawr, who 
has requested that a search be 
made in scientific institutions in 
this State for the preserved re- 
mains of a toad which he claims 
was sent to Philadelphia sixty 
years ago after it had been dis- 
covered in a block of sandstone 
at Coatesville. 

The Bryn Mawr resident, son 
of E. Y. Townsend, who was vice 
president of the Cambria Steel 
Company in Coatesville, recently 
wrote to D. M. Stackhouse, of the 
Cambria plant, concerning the 
toad, which is said to have been 
found in a block of sandstone dur- 
ing the construction of founda- 
tions for the steel company. 

"The story was," wrote Mr. 
Townsend in his inquiry, "that a 
workman was cutting up a large 
stone out of the canal lock, and 
something fell on the ground that 
he thought was a dried leaf, but 
upon looking at it later, he saw it 
had swollen and was a live toad. 
"My father saw it alive and I 
saw it after it had been preserved, 
and 1 was given a piece of the 
stone, which I still have. It had 
an indentation the size of a finger 
end and I was told that this was 
the place the frog's nose had rest- 
ed in. It is a very solid sandstone. 
"The canal was built about 
1S:50 and above incident was about 
forty years later. The story at 
that time created as muijh sensa- 
tion as the finding of the one in a 
Texas town recently which was 
said to have been in the stone 
thirty years or more. Scientists 
claimed then as now. that it was 
impossible but nevertheless there 
were plenty to argue that facts 
disproved this conclusion." 

Mr. Townsend hopes the miss- 
ing toad may be found, in order 
that the Keystone State may be 
proved to possess superior advan- 
tages conducive to the longevity 
of toads than the Texas one.
